Houſe inthe 04d-Baily, 2n the 1 3th-and x4th of this inſtant June 1679. 


With an Account of ſeveral Ptters and Commiſſions, Sealed with the Broad Seal of Rome; 
ſom-of which were produced in Court, 


N Friday thc r36'of this inſtanr Fu»e, 1679. by vertue of a Commiſſion and Order 
' from his Majeſt Were tr yed at the Seſſions Houſe 1n the O/d-Batly (a Court being called 


for that purpo/) theſe Priſoner $ following, VIS, Thomas Wot e alias whitebread, Foh = 

Fenwick, wife Herecourt, alas Harriſon, Fohn GaUlern, alias Gawer » Anthony T urs 
zer, Fames Corker, whoyrelenting a Petition, alledging that he had not his Witneſſes ready, was 
put off till the' next do» andthe Court proceeded only with the other Five, their Tryals was 
very tedious, laſting m betore nine.a Clock in the Morning, to ſeven or eight inthe Evening, 
and on the Satygrdawollowing, Mr. Richard Langhorze and Sir George wakeman was brought 
to the Bar: Tiks Vicneſles on the Kings behalf. that ſwore againſt chem, and proved the Ar- 
ticles, were Mr. 114/14 Bealow, Mx. Tyrus Oats, Mr. Miles. Praunce, Mr. Dugaale, and Mr. Chit- 
37; the latter of aele, upon the death of Sir Edmuudbury Goafrey, came down into the Coun- 
try to Mr. Dugdes who was then in Staſfordjhire ; where the news of the ſaid Murder ilying a- 
broad, he was Kedif he knew not of it, whole reply was, that he did not ; whereupon rhe 
Maid of the Fuis told him, that Mr. D4gaa/e.had received, Letters co that purpoſe from Fa- 
ther Harcourgn Lonlon, the which Letters bore dare before the Bod y of Sir Edmund was found, 
by means of whicti intelligence he came acquainted with Mr. Dugas!e, the Witneſs a g4inlt the 
now Priſons, having formerly been converlant with fome of them ia their Grand and Helli(h 
Deſign : Tie reaſon, as it was then related, of the killing Sir Ed»zuad was, that he was a 
great hindrance to their Proceedings in the Catholick Cauſe, and that. the next they were de- 
ſign%d up/N was his Majeſty, whom Heaven {till turrounds with its Celeſtial Guards, and faves

ith all the moſt Horrid Circumſtances imaginable. Firſt, that they conſpired to kill and 
m—_ his Sacred Majeſty; and this declared in a threefold Overt a& , by hifing; Grove and 
Pickering, the firſt for fifteen hundred pounds, the ſecond for thirty thouſand Maſſes to ſhoot 
or ſtab im, by hiripg four 1-4 Rufhans to murthgr his Majeſty ax. Winaſor, by bribing wake- 
131 for Bfreen thouſand pounds to poplon him. Secondly , To ſubvert the Covernment, ex- 
tirpate the Proteſtant Religion, and introduce. Popery, &c. Their Jury were ſubſtantial Gentle- 
men, and they made peremptory Challenges to all that had been on the \Tryals of Coleman, or 
any othcrs concernedin this Plot. | ; Be > 

Old Father whitebread and Fenwick on, their Arraigament infifted, that they had formerly 
been brought to Tryal, and ought not tobe twice put in jeopardy of their Lives for the ſame 
Fact: But this vain pretence was refuted, by ſhewing, that though they were once called to the 
Bar, yet the Jury was never charged with them, and conſequently they were never in any 
fach jeopardy ; and belides, here was much 1eW matter in their Inditment, nor had they any 
Record to ſhew that they were io formerly Arnigned ; with which ſeeming to be ſatisfied , they 
(with the reſt) plead2d not Guilty. : tt EET. 

As to their Trayterous Deſign of Murthering the King, it was ptoved upon four of them, 
that at a General Conſult of Jeſuits 24th 4pri,-678, they ſigned a Reſolution to that pur- 
poſe, that Grove and Pickering were entertained tokill the King, and what Reward they were 
to have: That four /-4Þ men were to do the ſame VIlanous a at windſor, and that fourſcore 
pounds were allotted them for that ſervice, and lom+. {mall Addition made by (oleman for Ex- 
pedition : That whitebread and Harcourt were partlularly and principally concarned in theſe 
Tranſaions, with ſeveral other Intrigues too tedious\ere to be ſpecified, 

It was further proved, that Gaver# had been appoints tg manage Afﬀairs in and about Staf- 
foralhire, and one of the Evidence (who had not before appeared againſt others, nor was ac- 
quainted formerly with Dr. Oates, or Mr. Beale, fo that h; Teſtimony was wholly new, which 
he very modeſtly and judiciouſly delivered) proved that th. {qjq Priſoner had held Conſultati- 
ons in the Country for murthering the King, and ſubvertin;the Government, &c. which was 
likewiſe confirmed by another , ſo that upon the whole mater, there were four Witneſſes a- 
gainſt one of the Priſoners, three againſt another, and againſt 1] of them to two each Crime, be- 
12g all of the ſame nature and horrid intention of deſtroying the King, and ſubverting the Go- 
VEr ment, 

There was likewiſe a Letter produced, and proved by a VEr,worthy Gentleman to have been 
taken amongſt Harcourts Papers, that purported to be a Sumning to a Jeſuit to appear at the 
ſaid Conſult or Congregation of that Soclety, on the 24th of 41, in which were DireRions 
to this effet, That they ſhonld mot come up before the aay, nor year much abroad in Town, for 
fear of a diſcovery of the Deſign, which its own. nature required ecrecy + This Letter the {aid 
Harcourt owned to have been written by a Friend of his, but Vuld Have avoided the true 
meaning thereof with a forc'd Interpretation, that ſuch Debgn intygeg nothing but chuſing 
an Officer of their Brotherhood : But the words could not with any gjerable ſenſe be capable 
of ſuch Conſtruttion , and therefore after all the fair Gloſfes they kg Put upon it, the ſame 
was referred to the conſideration of the Jury. Ts 

The Priſoners made 4 great deal of ſtir, and had procured divers Perins from St. Omers, all 
Roman Catholicks , and moſt of them young Popiſh Students there, . tO ltralidate the evidence ;_ 
of one of the Principal Evidences, But as they did not well agree in the. Tale, but appeared , 
to have been brought hicher meerly to ſerve the Priſoners , {o the ſam«@as utterly confu- } 
| ted, by Corroborating Evidence for the King. For whereas thoſe on Sophiſters (ready 

enough to aſſert any thing that their Superiours would ſuggeſt or have ie to do) main- 

tained that Mr, Oates was at St. Omers all along throughout April and 4ay 1678. and ſo 
could not be at the Conſult on the 24th of ©#2pril. He on the other fide goduced ſeveral 
Subſtantial Credible Witneſſes that ſaw him then in and about roxdex, an xarticularly one 
Gentleman Swore, that on the firſt Monday in that Hay he Dined with him : Nat one that was 
himſelf a Papiſt, and f1 9a a Prieſt, SWore that he then [ aw him at Arsndel\3qye. Nay 
were they more lucky in (ſeveral other of their Allegations, which occaſioned ſorygimes oreat. 
Shouts from the people, to ſee how induſtnoufly, and yet how vainly they went abut to Juſti- 
fy them(clves with pretences equally fooliſh and falſe.

0n Saturday, being the fourteenth of this Inſtant June, 1679. 


"Y IR George Wakeman, and Mr. Richard Langhborn were brought to the Bar 
where, after ſome Examination, Sir George (as it was then *ordered) with 
three others, viz, James Corker, William /arſhall , and William Rumley 
vere pur off till the next Seffions, but Mr. Langhorn proceeded to his Tryal ; 
after his Indi&ment was read, and the Witneſſes vere called, the firſt Evidence that 
came againſt him was Mr. Praunce, but he {pcke only by ſuppofitions, and could 
not {wear poſitively, but by Circumſtance thus, That he heard one Mr, Meſſenger, a 
Life-guard-man, ſay, That he was bribed ar n0 le{s rate than a thouſand pounds to 
murder his moſt Sacred Majeſty ; but the Pr.loner denyed jr, or that he ever had 
any ſuch intention, the which the Wirneſs z0t being able to prove the Court looked 
upon it as no certain ground. | | 
' The next that was called to Witneſs agiinſt the Priſoner was Mr. Dupdale, who 
likewiſe could (ay little or nothing corcerning the Priſoner, but by Circumſtances 
about Pickering and Grove already E:ecuted, whom the Priſoner alledged did no 
ways concern him. FS 
| Then Mr. Oates ſtood up who aade Oath in Court, That he, inthe Month of 
April 77, returning from Spain, ad having ſome buſineſs to negotiate at St, Omers, 
| in the Kingdom of France, met wib Mr. Langhorn's two Sons there, who deſired 
\ bim, if be was going for Englans t0 carry a Letter to their Father, the which he 
F accordingly did ; arriving at /ondon he went to Langhorn's houſe, and there moſt 
carefully delivered it, where ling into ſome diſcourle, the now Priſoner defired 
| him to go with him to his ChanÞer in the Temple, where, aſter ſome Conference, 
| hetold him, That hedid exp in ſhort time to prefer his two Sons here in Eng- 
| land ; and the next time the Vicnels had the opportunity of ſeeing the Priſoner, he 
going fo diſpatch two Letterf0St. Omers, one direGted to the French King's Con- 
| feſfor,and the other to Ader1m, the Contents were to intreat them to procure all the 
Affiſtance that they could fr the better carrying on the Deſizn now on foot, And 
| growing more familiar in tie way of diſcourſe he told him, That be expefied Forraign 
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aſſeftance, and how he fered not to facilitate all difficulties, and that the Priſoner 

at the ſame time was difpatching Lerers to St, Omers co give the Conf; Pirators there 

] an Account how Afﬀair went in England, and to defire them to be ready with their

The ncxt who gave 1n Is Evidence,, was Mr. Bed/aw, he there Attcſtcd, that 
on a cercain day, he coming along with Mr. Coleman to Mr.  Lanohorns Cham- 
ber, there he ſaw two Letters, fent from Mr. Harcourt ; to g1Ve im to under- 
ſtand, that alt things were in 'a Reddinefs,, but that they wanted mony, the 
which Letters were Regiſtered 1m a, Book, the which was kept for that PUr- 
poſe by the Priſoner; wherein dl the Proceedings of Aﬀairs were carctull 
Seared, the which Lettcrs were Scaled and ſent away with all ſpeed; and like- 
wiſe at another-time, the Teſtator axsked the now Priſoner , whether he had 
as yer received any Commiſſions fiym Rome, who replied he had, ſhewing 
him {cyeral thatlay looſe upon his Desk ;' he declared,. that he: ſaw one, the
